H orton M arries Miss Van Wie. 
The following from the Minneapo­ 
lis Tribune will be of interest to many 
of onr readers who followed the fam­ 
ous murder trial from beginning to 
end in which Walter F. Horton was 
charged with drowning his wife and ! 
child in order that he might wed an­ 
other woman, and especially so as he 
was well known in this city and coun­ 
ty : 
Few people in the Northwest are 
not familiar with the facts in connec­ 
tion with the trial of Walter F. Horton 
for tbe murder of his wife aud little 
girl at St. Paul about a y ear ago. 
After a sensational hearing, in which 
the best legal talent to be procured 
was drawn up on either side, the ac­ 
cused was acquitted. Then came the 
wonder m the minds of many that the 
body of the little girl, who was 
drowned with the wife, was never re­ 
covered, and there were those who 
insisted that the little one was being 
kept secreted for reasons known only 
to the father. After a time however, 
the body of a child was found and 
taken from the river which was 
identified as that of Mabel Horton, 
the missing child. The last discovery 
went far toward convincing some who 
had remained skeptical that Horton 
was innocent of the crime charged. 
The most racy thing about the matter 
was the love affair between the ac­ 
cused and Miss Van Wie, then a school 
teacher in St. Paul. Letters were in­ 
troduced in evidence written by both 
parties, couched in such endearing 
terms as to appear damaging in the 
ey es of the prosecution, which held 
that Horton had pat his wife out of 
way for the purpoee of leaving the 
way clear for his wedding the school 
teacher. The defense made light of 
them, aud insisted that there was 
nothing m them, aside from the fact 
that Miss Van Wie was a much-abused 
woman, inasmuch as she did not know 
that Horton was married, and there­ 
fore, there could have been 
do such 
planning. Now, since the partiee feel 
that a proper length of time has 
elapsed, arrangements have been per­ 
fected and to-aay they will be made 
one in the ey e of moral and statute 
law. On Saturday Miss Van Wie, 
wno has been stopping for a time in 
Minneapolis, left for Mauston, Wig., 
where sne has a brother living, with­ 
out stating to the friends the plans 
she was so soon to fulfill. Horton 
left St. Paul y esterday evening for the 
same destination, and unless some­ 
thing unforseen transpires, the couple 
will be husband and wife ere to-day ’s 
sun has cast its last dy ing ray s over 
the tinted cranberry marshes of the 
Badger state. 
Horton was quite 
talkative before his departure and 
seemed to want his friends to know 
just what he was abont “I do not 
wish to keep any part of this matter 
a secret,” he said, “under circum­ 
stances with which the public is al­ 
ready familiar. Of course, my intend­ 
ed wife and my self look upon it as a 
private matter, and it is, of course, 
embarrassing for us to be obliged to 
parade it before the public iu this 
manner, but I believe that it is best to 
have it published without reserve, for 
I feel that we will meet with con­ 
siderable censure, no matter what we 
do. Miss Van Wie has been living 
with her brother for some time past. 
After the wedding we will come to 
St. Paul, where we will take up our 
residence. I have informed my em­ 
ploy ers and all my friends of the step 
and they do not seem to cenaure me. 
but there are doubtless a great many 
who believe that I murdered my wife 
in order to marry Mias Van Wie, in 
spite of the fact that the body of my 
little girl was found, and I was ac­ 
quitted by a jury . My marriage now 
will probably serve to confirm the be­ 
lief in the minds of some and bring 
forth bitter remarks from them. I 
shall strive, however, to so live ia the 
community that those about me will 
know that I am not a criminal, but au 
honest man.”

The New York Central on Monday 
broke all records of fast time for long 
runs of passenger trains on railway s 
on either side of the Atlantic. A 
special tram, composed of the com­ 
pany ’s new standard passenger en­ 
gines, weighing 200,000 pounds, and 
three private care, weighing 260,000 
pounds, convey ing Vice President 
Webb and party , made the run of 
436| miles from New York to East 
Buffalo in 440 minutes, including three 
stops, one of which occupied 7| 
minutes.

After a sensational hearing, in which 
the best legal talent to be procured 
was drawn up on either side, the ac­ 
cused was acquitted. Then came the 
wonder in the minds of many that the 
body of the little girl, who was 
drowned with the wife. was never re­ 
covered, and there were theme who 
insisted that the little one was being 
kept secreted for reasons known only 
to the father. After a time however, 
the body of a child was found and 
taken from the river which was 
identified as that of Mabel Horton, 
the missing child. The last discovery 
went far toward convincing some who 
had remained skeptical that Horton 
was innocent of the crime charged. 
The most racy thing about the matter 
was the love affair between the ac­ 
cused and Miss Yan Wie, then a school 
teacher in St Paul. Letters were in­ 
troduced in evidence written by both 
parties, couched in such endearing 
terms as to appear damaging in the 
eyes of tbe prosecution, which held 
that Horton bad put his wife out of 
way for tbe purpoee of leaving the 
way clear for his wedding the school 
teacher. The defense made light of 
them, aud insisted that there was 
nothing in them, aside from the fact 
that Miss Van Wie was a much-abused 
woman, inasmuch as she did not know 
that Horton was married, and there­ 
fore, there could have been no such 
planning. Now, since the parties feel 
that a proper length of time has 
elapsed, arrangements have been per­ 
fected and to-day they will be made 
one in the eye of moral and statute 
law. On Saturday Miss Van Wie, 
wno has been stopping for a time in 
Minneapolis, left for Mauston, Wia, 
where she has a brother living, with­ 
out stating to the friends tbe plans 
she was so soon to fulfill. Horton 
left St. Paul yesterday evening for the 
same destination, aud unless some­ 
thing unforseen transpires, the couple 
will be husband and wife ere to-day’s 
sun has cast its last dying rays over 
the tinted cranberry marshes of the 
Badger state. 
Horton was quite 
talkative before his departure and 
seemed to want his friends to know 
just what he was about. “I do not 
wish to keep any part of this matter 
a secret,” he said, “under circum­ 
stances with which the public is al­ 
ready familiar. Of course, my intend­ 
ed wife and myself look upon it as a 
private matter, and it is, of course, 
embarrassing for us to be obliged to 
parade it before the public in this 
manner, bat I believe that it ie best to 
have it published without reserve, for 
I feel that we will meet with con­ 
siderable censure, no matter what we 
do. Miss Van Wie has been living 
with her brother for some time past. 
After the wedding we will come to 
St. Paul, where we will take up our 
residence. I have informed my em­ 
ployers and all my friends of the step 
and they do not seem to censure me, 
hut there are doubtless a great many 
who believe that I murdered my wife 
in order to marry Miss Van Wie, in 
spite of the fact that the body of my 
little girl was found, and I was ac­ 
quitted by a jury. My marriage now 
will probably serve to confirm the be­ 
lief in the minds of some and bring 
forth bitter remarks from them. I 
shall strive, however, to so live in the 
community that those about me will 
know that I am not a criminal, but an 
honest man.”

Were a ll the hundreds of noble 
Roma ns who ma de ha ppy dispa tch of 
themselves insa ne? Surely not. 
Tho Greeks ra rely committed sui­ 
cide. but a t one time it wa s quit« the 
I fa shion in Roma 
It is the ra rest of 
' ra rities for a sla ve to commit suicide. 
though a sla ve owner often does. 
Ex- 
| tensive inquiry fa ils to develop« a 
! single ca se of a n America n negro's 
j ••ommitting suicide, though the reha ve 
. been a few ca ses a mong the mula ttoee 
| a nd octoroona 
Sha ll it be sa id. then, 
tha t the superior ra ce is the suicida l ? 
Surely oot, for the Greeks were a t 
lea st tbe equa ls of the Roma ns. 
The 
solution must be sought elsewhere. 
Perha ps religious belief ha * some- 
! thing to do with it but it would be 
ha rd to prove it 
One fa ct however. 
’ gives us a clew. 
Among the lowest 
: ra ces of ma nkind, a nd in the lowest 
intellectua l gra des of a ny society, 
suicide is pra ctica lly unknown, a nd 
a mong the very highest in ra ce or cul­ 
ture it is extremely ra re, while in the 
middle or lower middle cla sses it is 
most common. 
It is those who a re 
midwa y on the course, whether a s 
ra ces or individua ls, those who a re in 
the struggle, who lose hea rt a nd rush 
unbidden into eternity.

a nother wa y of sa ying tha t where the 
ba ttle is fiercest there a re the most 
wounds a nd sudden dea ths; those who 
ha ve won the victory a nd those lying 
idle in ca mp a nd designing no struggle 
a re fa irly well sa tisfied with the situa ­ 
tion.

| ony of it is too much for them.

I English gentlema n left a note to the 
i effect tha t he wa s tired of ••coming 
j in a nd going out, lying down a nd get­ 
ting up. buttoning a nd unbuttoning.” 
i A London ca bma n wrote tha t he ha d 
j exha usted a ll the plea sure of driving 
in this world a nd wa nted to see how 
th*y drove in the other.

sa y, love a nd poverty furnish the 
sma llest number of ca ses, a nd mere 
bodily suffering the grea test

Of 7,572 a uieides in one yea r 
one-fifth were in Pa ri*, a nd smother­ 
ing by cha rcoa l fumes is the fav orite 
method.

A SAD ACCIDENT.

M eanwhile Frank and P hillip Baumehen 
rushed into the flames and succeeded in 
carrying the boiler out doors, but each was 
considerably burned about the face and 
hands. 
Mrs. Potter jum ped out of a win­ 
dow safely at this juncture. John, an older 
son. succeeded in getting lps m other’s re­ 
mains ou t doors through a sheet of flame 
com pletely filling the doorway. 
His face 
and hands were Durned to a blister and his 
clothes all on fire. Ile jum ped into a tub of 
water at the well and extinguished the 
flames. 
During this tim e Baumehen, Sr., and 
Miss Lizzie Stenger of this city were each 
ujistairs asleep from their recent vigils, be­ 
ing aroused and cutoff from escape jum ped 
out of the window, the former successfoliy, 
hilt Miss Stenger had her shoulder badly 
bruised aud was considerably shaken up. 
By this tim e the entire house was well 
burningatid all was soon destroyed, includ­ 
ing the contents, nothing being saved ex-, 
cept what the occupants had on. T here' 
was $115 in money burned. 
The boiler proved to have had ten gal­ 
lons of kerosene oil in it. 
This Mrs. Pot­ 
ter did not know, as it looked like clear 
water. 
The property was insured tor $5o0, 
valued at $1,090 to $1,500.

and octoroons. 
Shall it be said, then, 
that the superior race is the suicidal? 
Surely not, for the Greeks were at 
least tbe equals of the Romans. 
The 
solution must be sought elsewhere. 
Perhaps religious belief ha* some­ 
thing to do with it but it would be 
hard to prove it 
One fact however, 
gives us a clew. 
Among the lowest 
races of mankind, and in the lowest 
intellectual grades of 
any society, 
suicide is practically unknown, arid

It is scarcely possible to conceive of 
any method of suicide not already em­ 
ployed by some one; but whenever one 
strikes a novel method he is sure to 
have a host of imitators. 
Hanging, 
drowning, poisoning, stabbing or other 
forms of cutting, shooting, and jump­ 
ing from high places are most com­ 
mon. 
Many women have swallowed 
hot coala powdered glass and other 
destructive articles. Cleopatra applied 
an asp to her bosom, and it is worth 
noting that she has had no imitators. 
Women have a horror of serpents, and 
they are not easily obtained at the 
time desired.

method. In London nearly all suicides 
are with the knife and razor, and it is 
a plain truth that in this respect the 
British are the worst “cut throats-’ in 
Europe.

An Ingentoua Sand Filter. 
In Magdeburg. Germany, a novel 
system of water purification is carried 
on. 
The water is pumped from the 
river into lunks 
whence it flows to 
filter beds made of sand. 
These are 
arched over and sodded to protect 
them from both frost and heat 
Nat­ 
urally th© sand soon becomes foul, but 
is cleaned very easily by an ingenious 
machine. 
This consists of a truncated 
cone which revolves rapidly. 
From 
end to end, in the interior of the de­ 
capitated cone, in a spiral partition, 
and, as the revolving axis is horizon­ 
tal. the bottom of the oone is on a 
slopa 
Both ends of the apparatus 
are open, and the dirty sand is made 
to enter at the lower end, while clear 
water pours through at the upper end. 
The sand is forced upward by means 
of tbe spiral partitions, and the water 
running in the opposite direction is 
constantly cleaning it. 
As the sand 
runs out at the upper end it drops into 
a trough from which it is lifted by 
shovels.

On dro pping ancho r in p o rt 
Captain Fo wler wo uld hire the largest 
av ailable ro o m and giv e a dance th a t 
wo uld be the sensatio n o f the seaso n 
in the settlem ent. 
T hu s a pleasant 
u nderstanding wo uld co me abo u t and 
a brisk trade wo uld fo llo w; he to o k 
his pay chiefly in salt fish. 
The trade th a t year had been go o d 
and the ho ld o f the Sea Fo am was 
well lo aded. There was a go o d sto re 
o f silv er in the c a p ta in ’s chest as well,1* 
and he lo o ked fo rw ard with liv ely sa t­ 
isfactio n t'o a co m fo rtable winter a t 
ho me 
with 
his family. 
Jie 
had 
nev er stayed as 
late as this in 
Newfo undland, perhaps because lie 
had a larger v essel th an usual and 
mo re go o ds to dispo se o f. 
It was 
intensely dark when the Sea Fo am 
finally cleared the v ast, v ague m ass 
o f Guernsey Island, who se head was 
wrapped in driv ing scud. T here was 
a furio us tu m u lt am o ng the clo uds in 
m idair as the little scho o ner rpet the 
m ighty swell ro lling in fro m the west. 
A gale o f wind was piping up fro m the 
so u th; the glo o m was appalling; a 
spiteful dash o f rain o ccasio nally add­ 
ed to the wiiderue« * o f the scene. The 
o nly ray o f ho pe seemed to be in the 
no rthw est, where a streak o f clearsky 
o n the ho rizo n, a mere seam under the 
bro o ding cano py o f night and sto rm , 
pro m ised fair weather. Bu t to the ex ­ 
perienced eye o f C aptain Fo wler th a t 
streak o f light was filled with inex pres­ 
sible dread. 
At th a t seaso n o f the 
year fo llo wing a n o rtheaster it m eant 
to them in th a t spo t a tem pest, a lee 
sho re, and in all pro bability destru c­ 
tio n. 
The Sea Fo am o ught to hav e been 
under clo se reefs. But a press o f sail 
was carried o n her w ith the tyo pe °f 
m aking an o ffing befo re a shift o f the 
w ind- She leaped fro m wav e to wav e 
like a m ad steed, buried in a sm o ther 
o f fo am th a t swept th.e decks fo re and 
aft and sho o k ev ery tim ber iq the 
ship. Her lee rail was aw ash; ev ery 
ro pe and tim ber and sp ar creaked 
au d gro aned under the pressure. No t 
an eye o n bo ard w as clo sed. The 
westerly swell making a cpo ss-sea with 
the so u therly surge sho wed th a t a 
shift o f the wind co uld n o t lo ng be 
deferred. And w hen it came ho w m any 
o f them wo uld see « ano ther dawn. 
When th e scho o ner had cleared the 
no rthern bead o f the Bay o f Islands 
C aptain Fo w ler eased her o ff a po int 
o r two to the n o rth ’ard to increase 
her headway.

If they co uld bu t bo ld th at 
co urse u ntil 
after midnight 
they 
might then in case o f an emergency be 
able to ru n fo r the S traits o f Belle 
Isle. B u t we can nev er qu ite tell when 
th e so u th wester will shift no rthw est 
and w h a t will be the fo rce o f the la t­ 
ter.

to w ard the land. The cliffs literally 
to wered o v erhead. 
Bu t when 
the 
crew gav e themselv es up fo r lo st tho 
surge suddenly retired and t he ship 
settled do wn o n a ledge abo v e t he 
rest o f the sho re within a v ast cav ity 
in the face o f the precipice. To their 
am azem ent when day bro ke the crew 
fo und their v essel co m parativ ely u n­ 
injured.

It is v ery rich in nitro gen and pho s­ 
pho ric acid, and is a m o st adm irable 
m anu re fo r garden and fru it cro ps. I 
hav e fo und it to giv e go o d resu lts 
wherev er tried in tbe garden, bu t it is 
especially v alu able o n lawns and in 
the green bo use, tho ugh fo r green­ 
ho uses and p o t plants generally it 
sho uld be used in co nnectio n with a 
sm all am o u nt o f po tash salt. In the 
o pen field I haw* used it a t the ra te of 
1,000 po u nds per acre without any 
injury, and this is pro bably as large a 
qu an tity as could be applied at one 
time economically . A much smaller 


qu antity, fro m 400 to 600 po unds, 
wo uld l» e eno ugh fo r an o rdinary ap­ 
plicatio n to a lawn o r fiehi in grass. 
T o the lawn it wo uld be well to apply 
it sev eral tim es in the co urse o f the 
gro wing seaso n, and ¡impo ssible ju st 
befo re a rain. 
Also o n garden cro ps

The blades sho uld 
be cu t befo re fro st and in tim e th a t 
they m ay cure partly 
befo re they 
need to be used. 
If they are to o dry 
and brittle, dam pen the bundle as 
yo u wo uld rye straw . 
A grass si« kle 
is v ery go o d fo r cu tting them . 
We 
think them better th an straw , being 
much stro nger, nicer to handle, and if 
cared fo r, will last fo r a num ber o f 
years. 
If this plant is gro wing near 
yo u it might be well to try it. Or if it 
!s no t handy it wo uld, I think, be 
pro fitable to s ta rt it. 
It will thriv e 
m a rich 
black so il if there is a 
co n stan t supply o f water. 
It will 
pro duce m o re hands o n any area and 
do es no t need to be cared fo r as rye. 


About Bees. 
There is a qu estio n in the minds o i 
m o st bee keeper« , whether o r no t the 
acts o f the bee are go v erned by instinct 
o r reaso n. On this subject the Phre­ 
no lo gical Jo u rnal takes the po sitio n 
th a t the acts o f the bees are go v erned 
by intelligent tho u ght. To pro v e this 
it 
cites the fact th a t bees gather 
ho ney o nly in 
clim ates subject to 
wintry weather. 
If o u r bees are ta k­ 
en to A u stralia where the summers 
are perennial, they learn in a few 
years to sto re up no ho ney, gathering 
it o nly as they need it fo r su staining 
life. The o nly way the A u stralian 
can get ho ney is to im po rt queens 
fro m co ld co u ntries ev ery f* w years, 
they no t hav ing learned th a t the 
sto ring up o f ho ney is unnecessary.

Anyway, this was their 
j chance, and they had to risk it. 
He 
who goes to sea m ust be ready to take 
risks. No fair-weather sailor ever suc­ 
ceeded in bis vocation. 
T h esis schooners started in a bunch, 
and the rapid current, with the fitful 
squalls, took them past the narrows 
in to the middle of the Bay of Islands. 
H ad the wind held they would have 
cleared the land long before night. 
But the trem endous cliffs which sur­ 
rounded them Often shut off the wind, 
which would again sweep out of the 
| narrow gulches with the quickness 
aud force ot a cannon-ball. 
Under 
j the vast cliffs ofB lam idan the squalls 
: and calm s were exceedingly trying. 
W hat m ade the m atter worse the 
wind was gradually shifting to the 
south, which 
showed 
th at 
it 
was 
working around to the west, the very 
thing the skippers of the little fleet j 
j m ost dreaded. 
L ate in the afternoon the schooners I 
found them selves near Ouibal, 
or I 
Guernsey Island, an inaccessible rock I 
1,300 feet high, which stands just in I 
the entrance of the Bay of 
Islands.) 
Therein a passage on either side, al- 
| though the southern channel is pre-) 
j ferm i. 
The question for each captain j 
to decide now was which passage to 
I take. 
From habit as much as any 
reason five of the schooners took the 
southern 
passage. 
The .Sea Foam 
I took the northern channel, ami the 
i schooners parted never to meet again. 
| Every one of these five schooners 
I were lost that night with all on board. 
I Jack Fowler was on the Sea Foam , 
i H is father was captain and part ow n­ 
er of the stanch little clipper. He was 
as sm art a man as ever sailed a 
I schooner on the Gulf of Lawrence, 
j It 
was the custom a t the oj>en- 
! ing 
of 
the 
season 
to 
load 
| up his vessel with “n otion s” and start 
i on a trading- cruise on the coast of 
I Newfoundland. 
In the hold were bar- 
| rels of flour, kerosene oil, rice, o a t­ 
meal, fishing nets and the like. 
The 
I cabin was fitted with shelves like a 
country grocery store, and it was 
packed with ginghams, sea boots, oil 
j coats, woolen caps, hoods, thread and 
J needles, looking glasses, com bs and 
brushes, fish-hook1*, cheap dolls, jews­ 
harp.-*, accordions, phigtobacco, three- 
for-H-oent cigars, and in fact, every 
sort of knick-knack likely to be needed 
by the simple folk in th at oi|t-of-the- 
! way corner of the world. 
There was 
also good store of poor tea and ardent 
spirits. 
On dropping anchor in port 
j Captain Fowler would hire the largest 
available room and give a dance that 
would be the sensation of the season 
I in the settlem ent. 
Thus a pleasant 
understanding would com e about and 
a brisk trade would follow; be took 
his pay chiefly in salt fish. 
The trade that year had been good 
| and the bold of the Sea Foam was 
well loaded. 
There was a good store 
of silver in the cap tain ’s chest as well,- 
and he looked forward w ith lively sa t­ 
isfaction t^> a com fortable winter at 
hom e 
with 
his fam ily. 
He 
had 
never stayed as 
late as 
this 
in 
Newfoundland, perhaps because he 
had a larger vessel than usual and 
more goods to dispose of. 
It was 
intensely dark when the Sea Foam 
I finally cleared the vast, vague m ass 
| of Guernsey Island, whose head was 
wrapped in driving scud. There was 
a furious tum ult am ong the clouds iii 
m tdaif as the little schooner Beet the 
mighty swell rolling in from the west. 
A gale of wind was piping up from the 
* south; the gloom was appalling; a 
| spiteful dash of pain occasionally add- 
j ed to the wilderness of the scene. The 
I only ray of hope seemed to be in the 
northwest, where a streak of clear sky 
j on the horizon, a mere seam under the 
brooding canopy of night and storm , 
promised fair weather. But to the ex- 
i perienced eye of Captain Fowler that 
; streak of light was tilled with inexpres- 
; gible dread. 
At th a t season of tl»e 
year following a northeaster it m eant 
to them in th at spot a tem pest, a lee 
shore, and in all probability destruc- 
! don. 
The Sea F oam ought to have been 
under close reefs. 
But a press of sail

making an offing before a shift of the 
wind.

soon. 
For hardly had 
everything been m adesnug when there 
cam e a very heavy shower, followed 
by a lull. 
F or a m om ent there was a 
dead calm. 
The little vessel wallow­ 
ed helplessly, aud nothing was heard 
but the dreary wash of the sea. 
But the light streak in the west was 
broadening rapidly. 
The lower edge 
of the rising m ass of clouds was fring­ 
ed with a thin, ragged m ist and sm oke, 
indicating a violent agitation of the 
elem ents. 
Captain Fowler sprang to the helm 
himself 
and cried,• “Ease off your 
m&insheet; flatten your weather jib 
sheet.” 
A cold puff from the west 
shuddered through the west sails. 
“ Let go the foreside; lively' there, 
boys, lively!” 
H ardly were the words 
out of his m outh when a r o a r Wits 
heard approaching the ship like a 
thunder of 
a cataract. 
The men 
sprang to the ropes, and as the fore­ 
sail cam e down a terrific blast struck 
the schooner and laid her side under 
to the Batches. 
She all but went 
over.

sails.

And yet to think th a t only a few* 
I miles aw ay, perhaps only a few rods 
; on the clift above them hum an beings 
j were living who might devise som e 
way to save them if they knew! 
So in 
our very cities men and women dio of j 
suffering anti want which might ba re- j 
lieved by those living in the next 
street if they but knew! 
The only thing to be done was to take I 
account of all the provisions on the I 
schooner and proceed a t once to ar- I 
range m atters for a long, hard winter. 
The vessel was victualled for only a I 
few days, and they had experted to 
get across to N ova Scotia in th at 
time, and what provisions they had 
were damaged by the sea. 
Some of 
the codfish in the hold remained mi- 
soaked by the sea, som e biscuit, a 
little salt beef and pork and half a 
barrel of flour. There was som e tea, 
but this was little use w ithout water, 
and of th at the supply was scanty. 
There was a sm all stock of spirits, 
which was reserved as a last resort. 
W hat gave them perhaps the m ost 
apprehension was the question of fuel, 
of which there was very little left. 
How long would the spars and ship 
tim bers hold out against the severity 
of winter? 
Captain 
Fowler m ade a careful 
calculation 
of 
everything. 
Each 
article was measured off into daily 
rations. 
This distribution all agreed 
to abide by. Jack was also appointed 
to keep the log and each day to make 
note of what passed, even if only to 
set down the date. 
There was a Bible and a prayer- 
book on board, which had not been 
often read. 
But the solem nity of the 
occasion caused 
them to reflect as 
they had never done before, anti every 
morning aud evening a chapter was 
read with prayers.

tle band of lonely men did their best 
to be cheerful. 
On Christmas the last 
of the flour was m ade into a plum 
duff th at was conspicuous for the 
absence of 
pl yin s. 
They drank in 
whiskey to the health of the folks at 
home, but on the whole they wereglad 
when the day was done. 
Early in 
January the m ate, m adedesjierate by 
these terrible hardships, thought lie 
would try to reach som e accessible 
spot where he might climb the cliff by 
walking on the ice. He was never seen 
again. Another of the men soon yield­ 
ed to a chronic disease. This left only 
three survivors. 
The supply of water 
gave out early, but as long as they 
were able to keep up a fire they could 
m elt the snow which drifted into the 
cave and rolled the vessel in a m antle 
of ermine. 
Bqt fqr this resource they 
would all have perished before Christ­ 
m as, and perhaps it would have been 
better for them if it bad been so. 
• In February they had the good luck 
to kill ap a ir of seals which ventured 
to o near the ship on the ice. 
This 
supply of fresh m eat kept them alive 
awhile longer. 
But their hardships 
told fearfully on the three who re­ 
m ained, and in March the cook died. 
Jack and his father alone remained. 
Jack had an iron constitution and in­ 
exhaustible hope. 
But for him ms 
father might, have died 
earlier. 
He 
lived for his son. 
The open season 
was 
now 
approaching, 
and 
al­ 
though 
near 
the 
last 
gasp, 
he 
might 
have 
feath ered 
these 
cruel 
sufferings 
if 
hp 
had 
not been struck down by a piyce of 
rock falling fio m overhead. 
This was, 
as it were, t b elast straw*. 
He lingered 
in iiis berth, tenderly nursed by his 
heroic boy. 
April had com e am i if he 
could only live a few days, a few hours 
more, help would com e to them. 
But 
it was of no avail tp care about him; 
his strength was ended. 
“Jack ,” said he, calling the boy to 
his side and feebly grasping his hand, 
“Jack, m y boy, you will live to see 
them At hom e again; tell them I 
thought of them to the last. 
Be good 
to your m other. 
God bless you ” 
“Oh, father, not yet; not yet; you 
will lie ail right again; I know you will. 
I am sure we shall be saved y et,” 
sobbed Jack, with 
stream ing eyes: 
But while be spoke a slight spasm 
shook his father’s frame, and he pass­ 
ed aw ay with a deep, gasping sigh.

after his father’s death, Jack lay on 
the cabin floor wrapped in a blanket, 
his em aciated hand clinched over his 
last biscuit, and his teeth set in the 
last agony.

b ecu t before frost and in tim e th at 
they m ay cure partly 
before they 
need to be used. 
Tf they are to o dry 
and brittle, dampen 
the bundle as 
you would rye straw . 
A grass sickle 
is very good for cutting them. 
We 
think them better than straw , being 
much stronger, nicer to handle, and if 
cared for, will last for a number of 
years. 
If this plant is growing near 
you it might be well to try it. 
Or if it 
is n ot handy it would, I think, be 
profitable to start it. 
It will thrive 
in 
a rich 
black soil if there is a 
con stant supply of water. 
It will 
produce m ore bands on any area and 
does not need to be cared for as rye. 


A b o u t B ee s.

m ost bee keepers, whether or not the 
acts ofth e bee are governed by instinct 
or reason.

Lice are the greatest plague and 
profit destroyer of the poultry raiser. 
Unless the utm ost care and cleanliness 
are observed they are sure to appear 
as soon as warm weather com es. 
It 
is the beat not to w ait until they 
com e before applying the remedies, 
but saturate the perches with kero­ 
sene now, burn up all old filthy nests, 
and whitewash coops and fences with 
hot lime wash. 
Do this thoroughly, 
and it will save lots of trouble later in 
the season. 
The effectiveness of the 
whitewash is much increased by ap­ 
plying it hot and getting well into the 
cracks and corners.

quickly inducing disease, than over- I 
warm jiCiis, which of necessity become ) 
damp and foul. Cleanliness is perhaps I 
more essential for sheep than for 
other class of live stock.

W ood with incubators. 
I see very little in print, from those 
who are running incubators, in regard 
to their experienpe with the machine. 
Is it becnuee they are not very suc­ 
cessful, or is their success so great they 
are afraid of to o much com petition? 
I w ant to relate som e of the difficul­ 
ties I find, and if anybody can give 
any pointers to help me any J would 
be glad to hear from them . 
J have 
been trying artificial incubation this 
summer for the first time. 
From all the inform ation J cpulil 
gather on the m erits of incubators the 
one I have is as good as any. Ip is easy 
to run, even here, where the outside 
tem perature alw ays cools off in the 
night from 20 degrees to 40 degrees. I 
have kept it steady a t about 103 
degrees to 104 degrees with very little 
variation. 
It is top heat. The water 
in the pans underneath evaporates 
readily, yet is alw ays cool. 
Bo far I have only been able to 
hatch about two-thirds of the fertile 
eggs; the others are dead in the shell, 
when alm ost ready to com e out an da 
few pip and then die.

hatch com e out lively and spiart. 
Now is this the cpm moq experienpe 
with incubators pr am I op the incu­ 
bator at fault?

wrong somewhere, for I have set forty 
hens with the sam e kind of eggs, app 
when they set steady every fertile egg 
has hatched.

Noth­ 
ing could be more gratifying to re­ 
publicans than to see the Maine giant, 
the political idol of four-fifths of his 
party, defeat this self-constituted ex­ 
ponent of free trade, as he certainly 
would, not only because of the Maine 
man’s popularity, but because of the 
rum to our industrial interests that 
every intelligent voter knows that free 
trade would produce. 


Horton Marries Miss Van Wie. 
The following from the Minneapo­ 
lis Tribune will be of interest to many 
of our readers who followed the fam­ 
ous murder trial from beginning to 
end in which Walter F. Horton was 
charged with drowning his wife and 
child in order that he might wed an­ 
other woman, and especially so as he 
was well known in this city and coun­ 
ty: 
Few people iu the Northwest are 
not familiar with the facts in connec­ 
tion with the trial of Walter F. Horton 
for the murder of his wife and little 
girl at St. Paul about a year ago. 
After a sensational hearing, in which 
the best legal talent to be procured 
was drawn up on either side, the ac­ 
cused wan acquitted. 
Then came the 
wonder in the minds of many that the 
body of the little girl, who was 
drowned with the wife, was never re­ 
covered, and there were those who 
insisted that the little one was being 
kept secreted for reasons known only 
to the father. 
After a time however, 
the body of a child was found and 
taken from the 
river which was 
identified as that of Mabel Horton, 
the missing child. The last discovery 
went far toward convincing some who 
had remained skeptical that Horton 
was innocent of the crime charged. 
The most racy thing about the matter 
was the love affair between the ac- 
cused and Miss Van Wie, theD a school 
teacher in St. Paul. 
Letters were in­ 
troduced in evidence written by both 
parties, couched in such endearing 
terms as to appear damaging in the 
eyes of the prosecution, which held 
that Horton had put his wife out of 
way for the purpose of leaving the 
way clear for his wedding the school 
teacher. 
The defense made light of 
them, and insisted that there was 
nothing in them, aside from the fact 
that Miss Van Wie was a much-abused 
woman, inasmuch as she did not know 
that Horton was married, and there­ 
fore, there could have been no such 
planning. 
Now, since the parties feel 
that a proper length of time has 
elapsed, arrangements have been per­ 
fected aud to-day they will be made 
one in the eye of moral and statute 
law. On Saturday Miss Van Wie, 
who has been stopping for a time in 
Minneapolis, left for Mauston, Wis., 
where she has a brother living, with­ 
out stating to the friends the plans 
she was so soon to fulfill. 
Horton 
left St. Paul yesterday evening for the 
same destination, and unless some­ 
thing unforseen transpires, the couple 
will be husband and wife ere to-day’s 
sun has cast its last dying rays over 
the tinted cranberrv marshes of the 
Badger state. 
Horton was quite 
talkative before his departure and 
seemed to want his friends to know 
just what he was about. 
“I do not 
wish to keep any part of this matter 
a secret,” he said, “under circum­ 
stances with which the public is al­ 
ready familiar. 
Of course, my intend­ 
ed wife and myself look upon it as a 
private matter, and it is, of course, 
embarrassing for us to be obliged to 
parade it before the public in this 
manner, but I believe that it is best to 
have it published without reserve, for 
I feel that we will meet with con­ 
siderable censure, no matter what we 
do. 
Miss Van Wie has been living 
with her brother for some time past. 
After the wedding we will come to 
St. Paul, where we will take up our 
residence. 
I have informed my em­ 
ployers and all my friends of the step 
and they do not seem to censure me. 
but there are doubtless a great many 
who believe that I murdered my wife 
in order to marry Miss Van Wie, in 
spite of the fact that the body of my 
little girl was found, and I was ac­ 
quitted by a jury. 
My marriage now 
will probably serve to confirm the be­ 
lief in the minds of some and bring 
forth bitter remarks from them. 1 
shall strive, however, to so live ia the 
community that those about me will 
know that I am not a criminal, but an 
honest man.”

HORRORS MULTIPLY 


Two Thousand the Estim ate of Lives 
Lost by Storm and Flood in 
Spain. 


Crops and Cattle Swept Away, Leav­ 
ing the Homeless People to Starve 
to Death. 


M a drid, Sept. 16.—T h e floods which have 
caused so m uch damage, and which are 
already know n to have resulted in the loss 
of thousand* of lives, have been general in 
the south of Spain. 
The dam age done is sim ply terrible in its 
extent. 
Several railroad trains have been 
derailed, and railroad tracks and roads are 
everywhere washed away. 
In the province of Toledo, the rush of 
water from the Consuegra river was »o sud­ 
den and unexpected that hundreds of peo­ 
ple were drow ned in tbeir beds. 
T he as­ 
pect of the tow n is positively frightful. 
Four hundred bodies have already been re­ 
covered. and at least a hundred corpses can 
be seen floating in the swollen river. 
The overflowing of the Consuegra threat­ 
ens to cause further dam age. 
Tw o-thirds 
of the houses practically destroyed are still 
standing, but their foundations are sapped, 
and they threaten to fall at any m om ent. 
The fam ilies saved 
from drow ning are 
cam ped near the dw ellings form erly occu­ 
pied by theiu, and are in the greatest dis­ 
tress trom w ant of food. 
An estim ate classed as a m oderate one, 
and which is w ithin rather than over the 
actual num ber, places the total ot the death 
list at 


TWO THOUSAND. 
Large num bers of corpses still re**t where 
they were found. 
Unless they are soon in­ 
terred an epidem ic of lever is feared, 'lh e 
m unicipal and jrovernm ent authorities are 
exerting them selves to the utm ost in order 
to relieve the extrem e distress existing. 
So 
far as possible the bodies of the drow ned 
are being gathered from the stream s, m ud 
banks and ruins, and are being buried in 
trendies dug tor th eir reception. 
Many ot the bodiei are entirely nude, 
show ing that they m ust have been washed 
from their beds or else in tne hurry to es­ 
cape the 
drow ned 
people 
m ust 
have 
jum ped iu night dress lrom the windows of 
the houses only to m eet death iri the 
swollen waters surging around them . Sor­ 
row and privation, m ourning and desola­ 
tion are to be m et wim every where through 
the inundated provinces, and troiu one end 
of Spain to the other prayers are uttered for 
the dead and collections are being taken up 
tor the living. 
A long the river banks near the scenes of 
the m ost severely visited districts, heart­ 
rending occurrences are witnessed hourly 
as the survivors of alm ost exterm inated 
‘am i lie* recognize tbeir dead and try to 
save them from consignm ent to 
TH E COMMON DEATH TRENCH. 
M onths of terrible privations and ex­ 
trem e suffering are be ore the utterly im ­ 
poverished survivor*. 
The crops are gone, 
the cattle swept u s iy . house** and house­ 
hold m ruiture ruined, and all th at would 
enable them 
to 
earn 
their bread has 
vanished beneath the torrents of water 
w hich have rolled ovei town* and villages, 
helds and farms. 
The griping* of hunger, the waiting of 
starving womeu and children, have, iu 
sevxral instances driven the men to desper­ 
ation and they Lave been goaded to piilage 
their luckier or m ore w ealthy com patriots. 
Bands oi dei>t«rate m en determ ined to ob­ 
tain bread at any coal for their destitute, 
hunger-tortured fam ilies have beeu driven 
to m aking raids upon and pillaging build­ 
ings where they expected to hnd iood. 
In 
som e cases the rioters were successful in 
obtaining a lim ited supply of flour, wheat 
and corn; in most cases they found that 
they had had their trouble for nothing and 
that all food had long ago been removed to 
a place o sa ety or eLe distribute! or sold 
to the starving peasantry o th e neighbor­ 
hood. 
W hen the governm ent delegate in charge 
of the first consignm ent of bread from the 
arm y bakeries arrived iu the flooded coun­ 
try he witnessed a scene w hich would have 
im parted to a heart of stone a leeiing of 
sym pathy. 
On all sides lie was beset by 
t h r Famishixo inhabitant*, 
young ami obi, m ale an i eiuale. the m a­ 
jority half naked or clad iu rags, most of 
them uu their knee*, w ith hand* uplifted, 
praying for succor, 
1 be feverish clam or of 
tbeee poor people m ade the work of distri­ 
bution slow and painful, and when all tne 
bread was gone there stili rem ained many 
m ouths uu tilled, m any sufferers who had 
not been able to obtain even the sm allest 
portion of this tenq-orary relief. 
At A lm eria. capital of the provin?eof 
th a t name, the num ber o dead, as in many 
other places. Is still unknow n, but it is ad­ 
m itted th at over 500 houses have been de­ 
stroyed and that a large num ber of people 
have perished. 
Of course, it is im passible at present to 
get full details of the flood disaster, but iu 
addition to the places already referred to. 
at Amlaraz the stream lias over flu wed and 
is ruining the grape crop, 
'i he villages of 
Puerto. Lapiche and V ida Franca, in the 
province of Ciudad Real,have been severely 
ravaged by the floor!*

W hen the poor little letiow managed to 
scram ble out.Craw.ord and Shearon nushed 
him in again, and then Crawford went 
flown on his knees, and, kneeling on the 
drownim r boy’s head, held him down un» 
der the water until tie finally ceased strug- 
gling- 
The two young m urderers then watched tha 
dead hoy lor a considerable length of time, 
to see if he stirred, and then they stripped 
the body of the clothes, dried them, and 
anerw ards obtained some m oney upon 
them at a pawn shop. 
T h u led to their 
identification ami eventual arresL

A prom inent physician, who 
has 
made a study of suicide, said the other 
day to a Philadelphia Press reporter: 
Why should a man kill himself? The 
popular answer is, 
' Because he is 
crazy!” 
Scientific inen easily disprove 
that, but are still somewhat at sea in 
devising a better answer. 
Was the 
philosopher Seneca crazy when he en­ 
tered the warm bath and opened his 
veins? 
W ere ail the hundreds of noble 
Romans who made happy dispatch of 
themselves insane? 
Surely not. 
Tho Greeks rarely committed sui­ 
cide, but at one time it was quite the 
fashion in Rome. 
It is the rarest of 
rarities for a slave to oomrait suicide, 
though a slave owner often does. 
Ex­ 
tensive inquiry fails to develope a 
single case of an American negro's 
com m itting suicide, though the rehave 
been a few cases among the mulattoes 
and octoroons. 
Shall it be said, then, 
that the superior race is the suicidal? 
Surely not, for the Greeks were at 
least tbe equals of the Romans. 
The 
solution must be sought elsewhere. 
Perhaps religious belief has some­ 
thing to do with It. but it would be 
hard to prove i t 
One fact, however, 
gives us a clew. 
Among the lowest 
races of mankind, and in the lowest 
intellectual grades of 
any society, 
suicide is practically unknown, arid 
among the very highest in race or cul­ 
ture it is extremely rare, while in the 
middle or lower middle classes it is 
most common. 
It is those who are 
midway on the course, whether as 
races or individuals, those who are in 
the struggle, who lose heart and rush 
unbidden into eternity. 
This is onlv 
another way of saying that where the 
battle is fiercest there are the most 
wounds and sudden deaths; those who 
have won the victory and those lying 
idle in camp and designing no struggle 
are fairly well satisfied with the situa­ 
tion. 
The cultured well-to-do Phila­ 
delphian is, on the whole, as willing 
to live as the naked Senegambian. 
The causes assigned for suicide are 
to the last degree curious. 
In many 
cases well-to-do suicides simply allege 
th at thev are tired of life—tbe* monot­ 
ony of it is too much for them. 
An 
English gentlem an left a note to the 
effect that he wan tired of “coming 
in and going out, lying down and get­ 
ting up, buttoning and unbuttoning.” 
A London cabman wrote th at he had 
exhausted all the pleasure of driving 
in this world and wanted to see how 
they drove in tho other. 
Strange to 
say. love and poverty furnish the 
sm allest num ber of cases, and mere 
bodily suffering the g reatest 
But the 
saddest cases are those in which a 
whole family dies together, and of 
these the Salford case which occurred 
some years ago was most mournful of 
alL 
lie was a druggist's assistant and 
was threatened with loss of position 
and poverty. 
He succeeded in gain­ 
ing his wife’s consent as his letter 
said, that the “ whole family should go 
together,” but she did not want to 
know when the fatal dose was given. 
•So he gave her and the youngest child 
prussic acid in a cooling drink as they 
lay down for tho n ig h t and in a few 
minutes they expired without pain. 
One by one he disposed of the other 
five children in the same way— “ail in 
peace and without pain, thank God,” 
he wrote. 
He then drew up his will, j 
went oat and obtained the signature of 
witnesses, returned and wrote four let­ 
ters, and then swallowed the poison 
and was soon a corpse. 
Such a eai-e 
Is beyond analysis by a healthful 
mind. 
Yet we cannot say it was in­ 
sanity. 
It is scarcely possible to conceive of 
any method of suicide not already em­ 
ployed by some one; but w henever one 
strikes a novel method he is sure to 
have a host of im itators. 
Hanging, 
drowning, poisoning, stabbing or other 
forms of cutting, shooting, and jum p­ 
ing from high places are most com­ 
mon. 
Many women have swallowed 
hot coals, powdered glass and other 
destructive articles. Cleopatra applied 
an asp to her bosom, and it is worth 
noting th at sho has had no im itators. 
Womeu have a horror of serpents, and 
they are not easily obtained at the 
tim e desired. 
France leads all other 
nations in suicides, as in the last year 
for which we have the record 216 per­ 
sons killed themselves in each 1,000.- 
000 of the population, and the increase 
is rapid. Of 7,572 suicides in one year 
one-fifth were in Paris, and sm other­ 
ing by charcoal fumes is the favorite 
method. In London nearly all suicides 
are with the knife and razor, and it is 
a plain truth that in this respect the 
British are the worst “cut throats'* in 
Europe. 


A n I n g e u f o u * S a n d F ilt e r . 
In Magdeburg. Germany, a novel 
system of water purification is carried 
on. 
The water is pumped from the 
river into tanks 
whence it Hows to 
filter beds made of sand. 
These are 
arched over and sodded to protect 
them from both frost and h e a t 
N at­ 
urally th© sand soon becomes foul, but 
is cleaned very easily by an ingenious 
machine. 
This consists of a truncated 
cone which revolves rapidly. 
From 
end to end, in the interior of the de­ 
capitated cone, in a spiral partition, 
and, as the revolving axis is horizon­ 
tal, the bottom of the oone is on a 
slopa 
Both ends of the apparatus 
are often, and the dirty sand is made 
to enter at the lower end, while olear 
w ater pours through at the upper end. 
The sand is forced upward by means 
of the spiral partitions, and the wrater 
running in the opposite direction is 
constantly oleaning it. 
As the sand 
ruus out at the upper end it drops into 
a trough from which it is lifted by 
shovels.

In that section of the country a con­ 
siderable num ber of elderly women 
smoked their clay or corncob pipes, 
but not a single young woman or girL 
It was a practice long ago considered 
unladylike.

HERE 
were 
six 
schooners a t Petipas 
ready to put to sea. 
Petipas is the t rading 
settlem ent 
a t 
the 
head of navigation in 
the bay of Islands on 
the west 
coast of 
^ 
N e w fo u n d lan d . 
It 
was already late in the season, and if 
those schooners delayed there much 
longer they would have to remain all 
winter, as there is no navigation there 
after the autum nal storm s begin; the 
harbors are few and the entire coast 
is rocky, one great cliff, offering not 
shelter, but only destruction. 
Yes, it was high time for those six 
schooners to sta rt for home. The 
wind was a t the north-east and lair 
for them, although the sky was over­ 
cast, and out in the gulf it was doubt­ 
less blowing hard. But if they could 
once get clear of the land before the 
wind shifted to the west, as it was sure 
to do, they could manage to work their 
way home. Anyway, this was their 
chance, and they had to risk it. 
He 
who goes to sea m ust be ready to take 
risks. No fair-weather sailor ever suc­ 
ceeded in his vocat ion. 
The six schooners started in a bunch, 
and the rapid current, with the fitful 
squalls, took them past the narrows 
into the middle of the Bay of Islands. 
H ad the wind held they would have 
cleared the land long before night, 
b u t the trem endous cliffs which sur­ 
rounded them often shut off tlie wind, 
which would again sweep out of the 
narrow gulches with tlie quickness 
and force ot a cannon-ball. 
Under 
the vast cliffs ofBlam idan the squalls 
and calms were exceedingly trying. 
W hat made the m atter worse the 
wind was gradually shifting to the 
south, which showed 
th a t it was 
working around to the west, the very 
thing the skippers of the little fleet 
most dreaded. 
L ate in the afternoon the schooners 
found themselves near Ouibal, or 
Guernsey Island, an inaccessible rock 
1,300 feet high, which stands just in 
the entrance of the bay of Islands. 
There is a passage on either side, al­ 
though the southern channel is pre­ 
ferred. The question for each captain 
to decide now was which passage to 
take. From habit as much as any 
reason five of the schooners took the 
southern 
passage. The 8ea Foam 
took the northern channel, and the 
6chooners parted never to meet again. 
Every one of these five schooners 
were lost th a t night with all on board. 
Jack Fowler was on the Sea Foam . 
His father was captain and p art own­ 
er of the stanch little clipper. He was 
as sm art a man as ever sailed a 
schooner on the Gulf of Lawrence. 
It 
was the custom a t the open­ 
ing 
of 
the 
season 
to 
load 
up his vessel with “notions” and start 
on a trading cruise on the coast of 
Newfoundland. In the hold were bar­ 
rels of flour, kerosene oil, rice, o at­ 
meal, fishing nets and the like. 
The 
cabin was fitted with shelves like a 
country grocery store, and it was 
packed with ginghams, sea boots, oil 
coots, woolen caps, hoods, thread and 
needles, looking glasses, combs and 
brushes, fish-hooks, cheap dolls, jewsr 
harps, accordions, plugtobacco, three- 
for-a-cent cigars, and in fact, every 
sort of knick-knack likely to be needed 
by the simple folk ip th a t out-of-the- 
way corner of the world. 
There was 
also good store of poor tea and ardent 
spirits. On dropping anchor in port 
Captain Fowler would hire the largest 
available room and give a dance th a t 
would be the sensation of the season 
in the settlement. 
Thus a pleasant 
understanding would come about and 
a brisk trade w'ould follow; be took 
his pay chiefly in salt fish. 
The trade th a t year had been good 
and the hold of the Sea Foam was 
Well loaded. Thera was a good store 
of silver in the captain’s chest as well,*1 
and he looked forw ard with lively sa t­ 
isfaction to a comfortable winter at 
home 
with 
his family. 
He 
bad 
never stayed as 
late as this in 
Newfoundland, perhaps because he 
had a larger vessel than usual and 
more goods to dispose of. 
It was 
intensely dark when the Sea Foam 
finally cleared the vast, vague mass 
of Guernsey Island, whose head was 
wrapped in driving scud. There was 
a furious tum ult among the clouds in 
m idaif as the little schooner niet the 
mighty swell rolling in from the west. 
A gale of wind was piping up from the 
south; the gloom was appalling; a 
spiteful dash of rain occasionally add­ 
ed to the wilderness of the scene. The 
only ray of iiope seemed to be in the 
northwest, where a streak of clear sky 
on the horizon, a mere seam under the 
brooding canopy of night and storm , 
promised fair weather. But to the ex­ 
perienced eye of Captain Fowler th at 
streak of light was tilled with inexpres­ 
sible dread. At th a t season of the 
year following a northeaster it m eant 
to them in th a t spot a tempest, a lee 
shore, and in all probability destruc­ 
tion. 
The Sea Foam ought to have been 
under close reefs. But a press of sail 
was carried on her yvitlj the Ijope of 
making an offing before a shift of the 
wind. She leaped from wave to wave 
like a mad steed, buried in a sm other 
of foam th a t swept tji.e decks fore and 
aft and shook every tim ber iff the 
ship. Her lee rail was awash; every 
rope and timber and spar creaked 
and groaned under the pressure. Not 
an eye on board vytjts closed. The 
westerly swell making a cposs-s/ea with 
the southerly surge showed tfrat a 
shift of the wind could not long be 
deferred. And when it came how many 
of them would see another dawn. 
When the schooner had cleared the 
northern head of the Bay of Islands 
Captain Fowler eased her off a point 
or two to the n o rth ’ard to increase 
her headway. His aim was to place 
a safe distance between them and the 
Jand. 
If they could but hold that 
course until 
after midnight 
they 
might then in ease of an emergency be 
able to run for the Straits of belle 
Isle. B ut we can never quite tell when 
the southwester will shift northwest 
and what will be the force of the la t­ 
ter. 
Jack was on deck clinging with a 
firm grip on the companionw*ay. He 
did his share a t steering and hand­ 
ling tue sails, but just then there was 


nothing to be done b u t watch and 
wait. He was somewhat anxious,but 
not half as anxious as his father, for 
he was too young as yet fully to re­ 
alize the power and the terror of the 
seas. 
There came a stronger blast than 
usual, 
and a sm art shower. The 
ghange of wind was a t hand. The 
schooner lay over alm ost on her beam 
ends. 
“Luff,” cried the captain; then rang 
out the order to shorten sail instant­ 
ly. The bonnet was taken off the jib, 
the fore aud main sails were close 
reefed. 
It wras a hard job and done 
none too 
soon. 
For hardly had 
everything been madesnug when there 
came a very heavy shower, followed 
by a lull. 
For a moment there was a 
dead calm. The little vessel wallow­ 
ed helplessly, and nothing was heard 
but the dreary wash of the sea. 
b u t the light streak in the west was 
broadening rapidly. The lower edge 
of the rising mass of clouds was fring­ 
ed with a thin, ragged mist and smoke, 
indicating a violent agitation of the 
elements. 
Captain Fow’ler sprang to the helm 
himself 
and cried,•“ Ease off your 
mainsheet; flatten your weather jib 
sheet.” 
A cold puff from the west 
shuddered through the west sails. 
“ Let go the foresale; lively there, 
boys, lively!” H ardly were the words 
out of his m outh when a roar was 
heard approaching the ship like a 
thunder of a cataract. 
The men 
sprang to the ropes, and as the fore­ 
sail came down a terrific blast struck 
the schooner and laid her side under 
to the Patches. She ali but went 
over. As she gathered way Captain 
Fowler eased her by slowly putting 
down the helm as she leaped away 
with the fury of a fiend. 
The wind and sea arose. It became 
impossible to carry anything but try ­ 
sails. 
b u t even with those there was 
no hope; and when the m ainm ast 
parted near the partners the game 
was indeed up. The plaything of the 
storm , swept 
by 
every sea, the 
schooner drifted swiftly tow ard the 
land. The deadly boom of the surf 
roaring down above the howling wind 
soon announced the vicinity ofthe 
implacable cliffs. 
In a few moments 
the fated men on the schooner expect­ 
ed to be beaten to death oti the rocks. 
There came a tremendous breaker. 
It lifted 
the doomed ship on its 
mighty shoulders and rushed with it 
tow ard the land. The cliffs literally 
towered overhead. But when 
the 
crew gave themselves up for lost the 
6urge suddenly retired and the ship 
settled down on a ledge above the 
rest of the shore within a vast cavity 
in the face of the precipice. To their 
amazement when day broke the crew 
found their vessel comparatively un­ 
injured. The waves came into the 
cave, but rarely with their full force. 
The first sensation of all on board 
was one of relief and gratitude. They 
were all safe but two, who had been 
washed overboard 
and 
lost, b u t 
when they were able to 
examine 
their situation more calmly despair 
took the place of hope. They were 
surrounded 
with inaccessible cliffs. 
F a r as they could see north and 
south the land stretched away like a 
stupendous wall.

W hat fearful sufferings were 
before them with all the rigors of cold 
and starvation!* Would any of them 
live to see another spring? 
And yet to think th a t only a few- 
miles away, perhaps only a few rods 
on the cliff above them hum an beings 
were living who might devise some 
way to save them if they knew! So in 
our very cities men and women dio of 
suffering and want which might be re­ 
lieved by those living in the next 
street if they but knew! 
The only thing to be done was to take 
account of all the provisions on the 
schooner and proceed at once to a r­ 
range m atters for a long, hard winter. 
The vessel was victualled for only a 
few days, and they had expected to 
get across to Nova Scotia in th a t 
time, and what provisions they had 
were damaged by the sea. 
Some of 
the codfish in the hold remained un- 
soaked by the sea, some biscuit, a 
little salt beef and pork and half a 
barrel of flour. There was some tea, 
but this was little use without w'ater, 
and of th a t the supply was scanty. 
There was a small stock of spirits, 
which was reserved as a last resort. 
W hat gave them perhaps the m ost 
apprehension was the question of fuel, 
of which there was very little left. 
How* long would the spars and ship 
tim bers luald out against the severity 
of winter? 
Captain 
Fowler made a careful 
calculation 
of 
everything. 
Each 
article was measured off into daily 
rations. This distribution all agreed 
to abide by. Jack was also appointed 
to keep the log and each day to make 
note of what passed, even if only to 
set down the date. 
There was a Bible and a prayer- 
book on board, which had not been 
often read. But the solemnity of the 
occasion caused 
them to reflect as 
they had never done before, and every 
morning aud evening a chapter was 
read with prayers. The supply of 
candles and oil was so short th at 
m ost of the long evenings they sat 
and talked in tno dark around the 
stove. The fuel gave out in December 
and they began to break up the spars 
and 
fore 
p art 
of 
the ship for 
wood. 
Christmas 
and New Year’s were 
anything but festive days. This lit­ 
tle baud of lonely men did their best 
to be cheerful. On Christmas the last 
of the flour was made into a plum 
duff th a t w'as conspicuous for the 
absence of plums. They drank in 
whiskey to the health of the folks at 
home, but on the whole they were glad 
when the day was done. Early in 
January the mate, made desperate by 
tfiese terrible hardships, thought lie 
would try to reach some accessible 
spot where he might cliiqb the cliff by 
walking on the ice. He was never seen 
again. Another of the men soon yield­ 
ed to a chronic disease. This left only 
three survivors. The supply of water 
gave out early, hut as long as they 
were able to keep up a fire they cpuld 
melt the snow which drifted into the 
cave and robed the vessel in a m antle 
of ermine, b q t fqr this resource they 
would all have perished before Christ­ 
mas, and perhaps it would have been 
bet ter for them if it had been so. 
• In February they had the good luck 
to kill a pair of seals which ventured 
too near the ship on the ice. This 
supply of fresh m eat kept them alive 
awhile longer. 
But their hardships 
told fearfully on the three who re­ 
mained, and in March the cook died. 
Jack and his father alone remained. 
Jack had an iron constitution and in­ 
exhaustible hope, b u t for him nts 
father might have died 
earlier. He 
lived for bi-s s°n. 
The open season 
was 
now 
approaching, 
and 
al­ 
though near 
the 
last 
gasp, 
he 
might 
have 
weathered 
these 
cruel 
sufferings 
if 
hp 
had 
not been struck down by a pi^ce of 
rock falling from overhead. ^his was, 
as it were, the last straw- He lingered 
in his berth, tenderly nursed by his 
heroic boy. April had come anti if he 
could pnly live a few' days, a few hours 
more, help would come tp them- But 
it was of no avail tp care about him; 
his strength was ended. 
“Jack,” said he, calling the boy to 
his side and feebly grasping his hand, 
“Jack, my Boy, you will live to see 
them a t home Ugaip; tell them I 
thought of them to the last. Be good 
to your m other. God bless you-” 
“Ofi, father, not yet; not yet; you 
will be all right again; I know you will. 
I am sure we shall be saved yet,” 
sobbed Jack, with streaming eyes: 
But while he spoke a slight spasm 
shook his father’s frame, and he pass­ 
ed away with a deep, gasping sigh. 
For the first time Jack gave up ali 
hope. W ho would not. situated as he 
was? 
It was appalling. 
W ithout 
strength, without food, w ithout fire, 
alone with the dead. The second day 


after his father’s death, Jack lay on 
the cabin floor wrapped in a blanket, 
his emaciated hand clinched over his 
last biscuit, and his teeth set in the 
last agony. A noise was heard and 
then an old man and a boy stepped 
into the cabin. They started back in 
amazement and horror. 
Then recovering themselves they ap­ 
proached ami found Jack still breath­ 
ing. The old m an pulled out a flask 
and poured a few drops down his 
th ro at. They 
also 
chafed 
Jack’s 
hands and feet. The boy then went 
out and inafew minutes brought back 
some warn tea anti a litt le porridge 
from the cuddy in their fishing boat. 
It is enough to add th a t Jack was 
brought back to life just a t the mo­ 
ment when his soul was fluttering on 
the bounds of the spirit world. The 
spring had returned indeed, but after 
what a winter.

I n c u b a t o r E x p e r i e n c e . 
The Farm , Field and Stockman pub­ 
lishes the following experience of J. F. 
Wood with incubators. 
I see very little in print, fropi those 
who are running incubators, in regard 
to their experience with the machine. 
Is it been use they aj*e not very suc­ 
cessful, or is their success so great they 
are afraid of too much competition? 
I want to relate some of the diflieql- 
ties I find, and if anybody cap give 
any pointers to help me any J would 
be glad to hear from them. J have 
been trying artificial incubatipn this 
summer for the first time. 
From all tfie inform ation J cpuld 
gather on the merits of incubators the 
one I have is as good as any. It is easy 
to rpn, even here, where the outside 
tem perature always cools off ip the 
pighc from 20 degrees to 40 degrees. I 
have kept it steady a t about 103 
degrees to 104 degrees with very little 
variation. It is top heat. The water 
in the pans underneath evaporutes 
readily, yet is always cool. 
So far I have only been able to 
hatch about two-thirds of the fertile 
eggs; the others are dead in the shell, 
when alm ost ready to come out and a 
few pip and then die. 
Those th at 
hatch come out lively and spm rt. 
Now is this the cprnmop experienpe 
with incubators pr am 1 op the incu­ 
bator a t fault? 
There js something 
wrong somewhere, for I have set forty 
hens with the same kind of eggs, apq 
when they set steady every fertile egg 
Ijas hatched* 
Will some one explain the difficulty? 
Is a machine th a t ha3 both top and 
bpttopi heat any better? 


T a n k a g e . 
This is the name given to a product 
of rendering establishments; it con- 
sistsofm eat, bones, hair,gristle, food, 
etc., from which the fat has been ta k ­ 
en, brought to dryness and ground. 
It is very rich in nitrogen and phos­ 
phoric acid, and is a m ost adm irable 
m anure for garden and fruit crops. I 
have found it to give good results 
wherever tried in the garden, but it is 
especially valuable on lawns and in 
the green house, though for green­ 
houses and pot plants generally it 
should be used in connection wfch a 
small am ount of potash salt. In the 
open field I ha**© used it a t the rate of 
1,000 pounds per acre w ithout any 
injury, and this is probably as large a 
quantity as could be applied a t one 
time economically. A much smaller 


quantity, from 400 to 600 pounds, 
would be enough for an ordinary ap­ 
plication to a lawn or field in grass. 
To the lawn it would be well to apply 
it several times in the course of the 
growing season, and impossible just 
before a. rain. Also on garden crops 
it should be applied several times at 
intervals of three or four weeks dur­ 
ing the growing season. Oi plants in 
pots I used it a t the rate of one tea- 
spoonful to a five inch pot, applied to 
the surface of the soil. The price at 
which it is sold a t the present time 
varies from $10 to $15 per ton f. o. b. 
in south St. Paul. This m aterial is a t 
present 
our 
cheapest 
commercial 
source of phosphoric acid and nitro­ 
gen.

A N o v e l C o r n T ie . 
A writer in the Ohio 
Practice. 
Farm er says: F or several years we 
have been using the blades of the 
common cat tail (Typha latifolia) for 
tying corn-fodder. The blades should 
be cut before frost and in t ime th a t 
they may cure partly before they 
need to be used. If they are too dry 
and brittle, dampen the bundle as 
you would rye straw . A grass sickle 
is very good for cutting them. 
We 
think them better than straw , being 
much stronger, nicer to handle, and if 
cared for, will last for a number of 
years. 
If this plant is growing near 
you it might be well to try it. Or if it 
Is not bandy it would, I think, be 
profitable to sta rt it. 
It will thrive 
in a rich black soil if there is a 
constant supply of water. 
It will 
produce more bands on any area and 
does not need to be cared for as rye. 


A b o u t B e e s . 
There is a question in the minds of 
most bee keepers, whether or not the 
acts ofthe bee are go veined by instinct 
or reason. On this subject the Phre­ 
nological Journal takes the position 
th a t the acts of the bees are governed 
by intelligent thought. To prove this 
it cites the fact th a t bees gather 
honey only in 
climates subject to 
wintry weather. If our bees are ta k ­ 
en to A ustralia where the summers 
are perennial, they learn in a few 
years to store up 110 honey, gathering 
it only as they need it for sustaining 
life. The only way the Australian 
can get honey is to im port queens 
from cold countries every f* w years, 
they not having learned th a t the 
storing up of honey is unnecessary. 


T h e L ic e P la g u e . 
Lice are the greatest plague and 
profit destroyer of the poultry raiser. 
Unless the utm ost care and cleanliness 
are observed they are sure to appear 
as soon as warm weather comes. 
It 
is the best not to wait until they 
come before applying the remedies, 
but satu rate the perches with kero­ 
sene now, burn up all old filthy nests, 
and whitewash coops and fences with 
hot lime wash. Do this thoroughly, 
and it will save lots of trouble later in 
the season. The effectiveness of the 
whitewash is much increased by ap­ 
plying it hot and getting well iuto the 
cracks and corners.

Nothing is worse for sheep, 
more 
quickly inducing disease, than over­ 
warm 
which of necessity become 
dam p and foul. Cleanliness is perhaps 
more essential for sheep than for any 
other class of live stock.

H in ts . 
A good constitution in a hog is in­ 
herited, pot made. 
Sour milk is a treat both to beus 
and to little chickens. 
If only one thing is used coal oil is 
probably the best for bee. 
Provide a shelter under which the 
young fowls can run whenever it rains. 
Giving the hogs the run of the tim ­ 
ber pasture will 
m aintain 
better 
health. 
Young poultry should not be allow­ 
ed to go on the roosts too early; it 
causes deformed breasts. 
Hens should never be fed so well 
th a t when they are given a good 
range they will not forage a good por­ 
tion of their time. 
Turkeys can, to a considerable ex­ 
tent be given sweet skimmed milk in 
place of water, and if the drinking ves­ 
sels are kept clean will be nil the health* 
ier.

He was for a time 111 a school for 
deaf mutes in Ireland, but it was not 
until ho entered the New York institu­ 
tion th a t he derived benefit from the 
instruction given him. 
Here he has

of bottoming chairs. He learned to 
write by using a rule to guide bis hand. 
Of late be has learned to use the type­ 
writer and has discarded the pen. 
Clinton uses the sign language in con­ 
versation and reads the replies of his 
companions by touching their hands. 
His touch is abnormally sensitive, as 
is often the cnee with the blind. By 
touching the hand of a friend he rec­ 
ognizes the person, and he recalls an 
old acquaintance from whom he has 
been long separated by feeling his face, 
bands and form. 
The other boys in the institution 
treat Clinton in their play as roughly 
as if he had sight. He never resents 
such treatm ent. He i.i only angered 
when he is pitied. When he is pushed, 
he recognized the j>ersons attacking 
him by the manner in which they toui h 
him. Many tricks have been played 
upon him, but it rarely happens th at 
he gets caught twice by the same trick.

Crow W ing county, as well as all 
other counties of the state of Minne­ 
sota, this fall rejoices in an abundant 
harvest. 
Indeed the estimates which 
we have secured from those best in­ 
formed on the subject concerning 
Crow W ing county’s abundant har­ 
vest this fall, most effectually refutes 
the idea that some people have had, 
that Crow W ing county will never be 
much of an agricultural district.
